At midmornig snow was falling 


from northeast Oklahoma through 
eastern Kansas into west and north 
Missouri, southeast Iowa and north 
ern Illinois. 


Behind the storm 
a mass of 


cold, dry air hung over Colorado, 
Wyoming and New Mexico and 
was beginning to edge Into west- 
ern Kansas. It was expected to 
move eastward 
tonight, bringing 


temperatures down from the pres- 
ent low 20s to from 5 to 15 above 
zero. 


Air and bus travel through Kan- 


sas City came to a standstil this 
morning and several of'»'lhc maiiv 
highways were blocked by high 
drifts and stalled vehicles. Schools 
were closed in many areas, in- 
cluding all of the greater Kansas 
City district and many businesses 
and factories failed to open.
